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Wife’s tribute to man 
who died after fight 



‘Gorgeous’ husband had tied the knot for just eight weeks earlier

A WIFE has paid tribute to her 
“gorgeous husband” of eight 
weeks who died after being 
assaulted in a pub in Harlow. 

Andrew Watt, of Bush Fair, died 
last Saturday after being involved 
in a fight. 


Police were called to the Poplar 
Kitten pub in Tawneys Road just 
after 10.40pm on Thursday of last 
week. 

The 48-year-old suffered a head 
injury and was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital where he sadly died. 

Officers later launched a 
manslaughter investigation into 
his death. 


His wife Sarah Watt has now 
spoken out publicly for the first 
time. 

She said: “Tragically my best 
friend and gorgeous husband was 
taken away from me. 

“We had only been married for 
eight weeks. Our wedding day was 
the most amazing day of our lives. 
He was the love of my life. 


“Andy was the most infectious 
person I have ever known. He was 
loving, caring, funny, and a fant¬ 
astic friend, brother, nephew and 
son. 

“His friends and family are dev¬ 
astated, as am I, and we are going 
to miss him dearly. 

“He was a popular figure who 
was loved by all. But most of all of 


he was my husband, who I miss 
more than words can ever say. 

“I am absolutely heartbroken. 

“I wish for privacy at this time 
so please give me time to grieve.” 

Two men aged 23 and 26 from 
Harlow were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of GBH and released on bail 
until September 15, pending fur¬ 
ther enquires.

Residents’ 
shock after 
incident in 
‘quiet’ area 

A MAN who lives close to the 
Poplar Kitten pub in Harlow has 
described how he saw emergency 
services rush to the scene in the 
moments after Andrew Watt was 
involved in a fight that killed 
him. 

Police officers and paramedics 
rushed to the pub in Tawneys 
Road just after 10.40pm on 
Thursday (August 17). 

Newly-married Mr Watt, 48, 
suffered a head injury and was 
airlifted to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge where he 
sadly died on Saturday (August 
19). 

Residents of the “relatively 
quiet” housing estate have 
spoken about their shock. 

A resident, who has lived over 
the road from the pub for 38 
years but did not want to be 
named, said: “I was coming 
home from bowls at around 
10.45pm when I saw lots of people 
across the road. 

Ambulance 

“An ambulance arrived at the 
pub and I went outside to see 
what was going on. 

“It was quite dark so I couldn’t 
see how serious it was. 

“I didn’t know what was going 
on but a lot of people were 
talking. 

“There was an ambulance, 
three police cars and a little later 
there was a helicopter flying 
above. 

“It has got a lot quieter 
because it used to be quiet rowdy 
when we first moved in. 

“Fights in pubs are not 
uncommon but I was quite 
surprised to hear that

Resident voices fears 


about traffic network 

Complaints to council about seven faults with system

HARLOW’S road traffic net¬ 
work has been blasted as 
“madness,” by a resident who 
has raised a number of con¬ 
cerns. 

Adrian Winch, 59, of Old 
Road, Harlow, has drawn 
attention to seven perceived 
faults with the system which 
have been brought to the 
attention of planners at Essex 
County Council. 

Chimpanzee 

He said: “I have lived in 
Harlow for 22 years and as a 
sensible, sane and logical 
person I can only draw three 
conclusions as to why they 
waste our money on these 
schemes. 

“Either the policy is being 
engineered by an illiterate 
chimpanzee, whoever is 
developing and implementing 
the policy is completely nuts 
or it is the deliberate policy to 
cause as much traffic disrup¬ 
tion around Harlow without 
shutting the roads.” 

Mr Winch identified the 


The Clockhouse roundabout 

seven problem areas as the 
following: 

■ The A414/A1169 “Spanish 
style,” junction near Potter 
Street with “poor signage” 

■ The A414 Clockhouse 
Roundabout. The complain¬ 
ant said: “Straight on arrows 
force drivers to turn into the 
left lane causing hundreds of 
near misses“ 

■ Taxis are able to use the bus 
lanes which “trip traffic 


lights,” and cause congestion 

■ Cars are cutting straight 
across Edinburgh Way from 
the Queensgate Centre to turn 
around more easily rather 
than turning left 

■ Traffic lights on Newhall 
make congestion “unbeliev- 
able“ 

■ Newhall itself has “poor 
parking space“ 

■ The roundabout near the 
town railway station leads 


traffic in awkward 
directions 

Mr Winch continued: 
“Essex County Council is try¬ 
ing to railroad through a new 
exit for the River Way indus¬ 
trial estate to relieve conges¬ 
tion. 

“Yet nearly all of the traffic 
congestion on Edinburgh Way 
is caused by correctable plan¬ 
ning mistakes. 

“The Harlow retail park 


(Homebase) traffic lights are 
responsible for 90 per cent of 
the congestion in both dir¬ 
ections. 

“It is an obvious mistake 
and why was it not corrected 
in the first place?” 

He added: “Are all of these 
schemes on the east side of 
Harlow an underhand way of 
forcing the north Mil exit 
through while treating any 
resident who objects as an 
inconvenience to be 
ignored?” 

Aware 

Essex County Council has 
not provided a statement but 
a spokesman confirmed 
they are aware of his concerns 
and that Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon has also been 
alerted. 

In February Harlow coun¬ 
cillor Mike Danvers blasted 
the fact residents are being 
left to cross four lanes of 
traffic around the town centre 
due to a lack of pedestrian 
crossings. 

He said: “It is what we hear 
most often on the doorsteps 
and people are fed up.”

“The woman had suffered a broken ankle and 
was taken to Princess Alexandra Hospital (PAH) by 
land ambulance.”

Father’s 
‘disgust’ 
at ruling 
to let star 
sue police

TERRY LUBBOCK has slammed a 
judge’s decision to allow Michael 
Barrymore to sue Essex Police. 

The 1990s TV personality was 
arrested in 2007 on suspicion of 
raping and murdering Terry’s 
son, Stuart, 31, at the star’s Roy- 
don mansion in 2001. 

The 65-year-old former Strike it 
Lucky host was never charged 
and has always insisted he is inno¬ 
cent, telling the High Court last 
week as he sought to sue police 


that the arrest ruined his career. 

Barrymore can now pursue his 
claim for £2.5 million in damages. 
Essex Police admitted the arrest 
of Barrymore and three others 
was unlawful and released a state¬ 
ment to defend their actions. 

Entitled 

A High Court judge ruled on 
August 18 that Mr Barrymore 
(real name Parker) was entitled to 
“more than nominal” damages 
after Essex police previously 
offered just £1. 

Terry Lubbock, 72, who lives in 


a Harlow care home, said: “The 
judgement today is disgusting, 
after 16 years I think it’s a total 
cover-up, even by the police. 

“Why the hell did it take years 
for the police to arrest Michael 
Barrymore and four other guys 


on suspicion of rape and murder - 
what happened to that? 

“We’ve got to go back 16 years 
now for the truth and the police 
messed up on the first day when 
my son was murdered, they were 
disgusting.” 

A pathologist’s tests revealed 
Stuart suffered a serious sexual 
assault before his death and may 
have been held down under 
water. 

A 


death after a forensic pathologist 
said he did not consider there to 
be “any possible benign or acci¬ 
dental explanation” for the nature 
and extent of the injuries in 
2007. 

Terry recently lodged an appeal 
to reopen his son’s inquest after a 
16-year campaign. 

Injuries 

He continued: “Only one out of 
four pathologists flagged up the 
anal injuries that Stuart sus¬ 
tained and those injuries led to 
his death, it was murder. 

“The only thing I can do is just 
to keep going, I can only keep 
going with your help.” 

He added on Barrymore’s 
compensation bid: “I don’t think 
he should have got anything 
because that was a cover-up,

the whole thing has been a cover- 
up. 

“The way this is going now I 
think he could have asked for even 
more, it’s disgusting.” 

Barrymore, whose real name is 
Michael Parker, was not present 
in court for the decision.

somebody had died. 

“It’s relatively quiet, things 
happen like they do everywhere 
else, but never to that extent.” 

Two men were arrested on 
suspicion of GBH and have been 
released on police bail until 
September 15.

Sixth-former 
celebrations as 
A-level results 
hit a new high

HUNDREDS of students are leav¬ 
ing Harlow’s two sixth forms with 
top grades as A-level results went 
up across the board. 

Harlow College, in Velizy Aven¬ 
ue, and St Mark’s West Essex 
Catholic School, Tripton Road, 
both performed better than last 
year. 

This is against a backdrop of 
uncertainty surrounding A-levels 
with some fearing new specific¬ 
ations made the exams harder. 

More than 300 students have 
received firm university offers at 
Harlow College after 80 per cent of 
papers were passed with an A* to 
C grade. 

This breaks down to 99 per cent 


of exams passed with an A* to E 
grade. 

Few were happier than 18-year- 
old Alinafe Ndalama who will 
now study at Nottingham Uni¬ 
versity after getting two A*s and 
one A. 

She said: “It was way beyond 
what I was hoping for and I am 
very happy.” 

In the dark 

Another student Ronan Roberts 
had not seen his results when he 
spoke to the Star as he had fallen 
foul of Harlow College’s ‘no ID no 
results’ rule. 

However, despite not knowing 
his grades the 18-year-old said his 
place at the University of East 
Anglia has been confirmed. 

He said: “I know I have got a 


good result but I don’t know what 
it is yet!” 

Mehroz Aftab, 18, got two Cs 
and a star distinction at Harlow 
College. He said: “I got what I 
wanted but I was very nervous.” 

Charles Rowe, 18, was less 
happy with his results of two Cs 
and a B. 

He said: “They are not great but 
I am fine with it. I do not want to 
go to university, I am just trying to 
get a job.” 

Karen Spencer, principal of 
Harlow College, said: “I’m incred¬ 
ibly proud of our students here at 
Harlow College. 

“Once again they’ve shown how 
hardworking and talented they 
are. 

“Students have secured some of 
the top grades in both academic 


and vocational subjects. 

“They’ve also secured some 
fantastic university places and 
apprenticeships - they are a cred¬ 
it to Harlow.”

PUBLIC Health England has set 
out its vision to create a Harlow 
science campus in its applic¬ 
ation for planning permission. 

More than 3,000 documents 
and nearly 300 drawings have 
been submitted to Harlow 
Council as PHE seeks to trans¬ 
form the former GlaxoSmith¬ 
Kline centre in Pinnacles. 

Having bought the site for £25 
million last month, Richard 
Gleave, PHE deputy chief exec¬ 
utive, is hopeful the local 
authority will pass the applic¬ 
ation.

After the announcement on 
Tuesday, he said: “This is the 
next step for us and it is so 
exciting. 

“There is shaping and pro¬ 
gress now after all the detailed 
planning we have done. 

“We have done some excel¬ 
lent preparatory work. We have 
engaged with the community 
and we will continue to do 
that. 

“We want to become part of 
the area. I am looking forward 
to hearing the planning com¬ 



mittee decision,” which, he 
added, is expected before the 
end of the year. 

PHE will use the Harlow site 
to relocate current facilities 
from Porton in Wiltshire, 
Colindale in north London and 
in central London. 

The campus will bring 
together experts in cancer, 
mental health, nutrition, 
smoking, alcohol, diabetes, 
dementia, infectious diseases, 
environmental hazards and cli¬ 
mate change. 


Mr Gleave continued: “This 
campus is going to be one of the 
biggest two or three health sci¬ 
ence centres throughout the 
world. 

“It will be one that people 
want to come and work in. It 
will look at how we protect 
health from disease and it will 
also research how the Govern¬ 
ment can improve public 
health.” 

If all goes ahead as planned, 
building work will begin in 2019 
with phased occupation start¬ 


ing in 2021. By 2024 there will be 
2,750 staff with a possible 
expansion to 3,250. 

Plans also include a visitor 
area for school groups to meet 
PHE scientists and attend 
talks. 

The firm is hoping to estab¬ 
lish links with schools to offer 
work experience and appren¬ 
ticeship opportunities. 

In addition a PHE spokesman 
said the firm will invest in high¬ 
ways and public transport 
around Harlow.

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Charity’s ongoing fight 
to help prevent suicide 

Expert fears town’s deprived areas harbour potential victims

A MENTAL health expert is con¬ 
cerned residents in Harlow’s deprived 
areas are more likely to consider sui¬ 
cide. 

Mike Ellen, of Harlow-based charity 
Mind in West Essex, said that middle- 
aged men are still the most likely 
group to consider ending their own 
life. 

Ahead of World Suicide Prevention 
Day on Sunday, September 10, the 
Bush Fair service’s trainee and resi¬ 
lience manager shared common situ¬ 
ations in which people are at their 
lowest. 

He said: “We have quite a few people 
that come through our service. People 
experience some sort of loss, or debt, 
or feel guilty, or find themselves help¬ 
less or homeless. 

“A common one is middle-aged men 
who have been made redundant. It can 
also be a relationship break-up. 

“They have got to a position in life 
and the loss of that can be quite 
hard. 

Desperate 

“We try to find out the details. 
People face desperate times and they 
think of suicide as one option. 

“It can shock them into making 
changes but if they cannot change 
their situation people can make 
detailed plans as to how to end their 
own life. 

“We ask people questions and ask 
them what would stop them making 
an attempt.” 

Latest statistics show that men aged 
45 to 59 are the most at risk, although 
the number of people committing sui¬ 
cide had fallen since the previous 
report. 

Suicide remains the biggest killer 
for men aged 24 to 44. 

“There has been a fall for males but 
it has gone up a bit for women,” added 
Mr Ellen. 

“But it is (for women) highest in the 
same age groups. 

“It is that sort of mid-life crisis, 
when they get to that stage of life, or in 
difficult economic times. 

“Thankfully, we are starting to 
recover a bit economically.” 

Statistics do not go down far enough 
to uncover if Harlow is a particular 
hotspot for people ending their own

lives. The East of England has seen the 
lowest number of suicides with poorer 
areas such as Yorkshire Humber see¬ 
ing the most. 

However, Mr Ellen said that in all 
affluent regions there are pockets of 
poverty. 

“Harlow has got some deprived 
areas,” he said. “People living in these 
areas may struggle financially and 
they are more likely to have drug or 
alcohol issues. 

“Sometimes we find that in 
deprived areas people may ask for 
help but the wealthier may be less 
likely to ask.” 

“About ten to 25 times more people 
make attempts (to end their life),” he 
added. 

Regret 

“And often they say they really 
regret it afterwards. 

“If we can allow people to come and 
ask for help we can make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

Mind will complete a publicity drive 
on World Suicide Prevention Day 
which will include a Bikeathon where 
volunteers will aim to pedal the dis¬ 
tance around West Essex on a static 
bike.

Three months of 
disruption at PAH 
as improvement 
project is started 

PATIENTS at Harlow’s hospital have been warned 
to expect disruption for the next three months as 
improvement work begins. 

Princess Alexandra Hospital, in Hamstel Road, 
saw planned works to their outpatient areas begin 
on Wednesday of this week. 

Phase one will take place overnight from 8pm to 
6am and will affect the corridor between the 
ground floor lift lobby and the outpatients waiting 
area. 

A spokesman said: “The works is being 
undertaken to make the environment brighter and 
more accessible for patients and visitors. 

“The flooring will be improved to allow ease of 
access from one area to another and the signage 
will become more user friendly.” 

Diversion 

In the evenings visitors will need to follow 
diversion signs. 

Security staff and porters will be on hand in this 
area to assist patients, visitors and staff as the 
usual signage will not be in place. 

Patients, visitors and staff will be able to access 
the area during the day. 

As part of the project the retail and seating 
facilities in the outpatient areas will also be 
upgraded and improved. 

The spokesman added: “The hospital will keep 
patients and the public updated about the next 
phases of the work in coming weeks.” 

A £925,000 project to transform the accident and 
emergency department started in July and was due 
to last for ten weeks.

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Police launch new scheme 
to help find missing people 

Herbert Protocol reduces the time its takes to gather vital information

A NATIONAL scheme which aims 
to reduce the time it takes to 
gather vital information when a 
person with dementia goes miss¬ 
ing is being implemented by 
Essex Police this month. 

The Herbert Protocol, named 
after war veteran George Herbert 
who lived with dementia, encour¬ 
ages carers, friends and relatives 
of people with dementia to fill in a 
form which could help the author¬ 
ities find their loved one quicker 
in the event of them going miss¬ 
ing. 

From Monday August 14, Essex 
Police adopted the protocol and 
will work with Essex County 
Council, Thurrock and Southend 
unitary authorities and the 
Alzheimer’s Society to encourage 
the completion of the form which 
can then be passed to the police in 
the event someone with dementia 
cannot be found. 

Details 

The form records all the vital 
details in one place including 
medication required, mobile 
numbers, places previously loc¬ 
ated or attended, a photo, and any 
details of a daily routine. 

In the event someone does go 
missing, a completed form saves 
vital time allowing officers the 
ability to get on with searching 
rather than gathering basic 


information. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Andy Prophet said: “When 
someone goes missing it’s imper¬ 
ative that police officers have as 
much information about that per¬ 
son as possible to help us find 
them. 

“If that information has been 
gathered in advance it saves us 
precious time which can be spent 
looking for someone.” 

Distressing 

Councillor John Spence, Cab¬ 
inet Member for Health and Adult 
Social Care at Essex County 
Council, said: “Nothing is more 
worrying or distressing than 
when a loved one or friend goes 
missing or doesn’t return home, 
so I empathise with those living 
with, or caring for someone with 
dementia who sometimes go 
astray. 

“I am delighted to be support¬ 
ing the Herbert Protocol and 
encourage all carers, families, 
friends or neighbours to down¬ 
load the form, complete it 
and store it to help Essex Police in 
the event a loved one goes miss¬ 
ing.” 

Completed forms will be kept 
by carers and relatives in a safe 
place so they can be given to the 
authorities in the event someone 
does go missing.

SIX households in Harlow are still 
watching a black-and-white television 
as colour TV turns 50. 

Data from TV Licensing shows 
that half a dozen monochrome 
licences have been renewed this year 
for the Harlow postcode, while 8,000 
homes across the country still screen 
in black and white. 

There are five Bishop’s Stortford 
households with an old-style 
licence, seven in Stevenage, 15 in St 
Albans and an astonishing 53 in 
Luton. 

Costing £49, the black and white 
licence is good value compared to the 
£145.50 for a regular licence, which 
includes cover for online and on- 
demand services. 

However, with fewer and fewer 
monochrome television sets, 
observers are surprised that so 
many tune in to watch an 


outdated service. Jason Hill, TV 
Licensing spokesman, said: “It is 
striking that in an era of HD TV and 
spectacular true-to-life pictures, there 
are still viewers content to watch 
programmes like The Night 
Manager and Planet Earth in 
monochrome. 

Licence 

“Whether you watch in black and 
white on a 50-year-old TV set or in 
colour on a tablet, you need to be 
covered by a TV licence to watch or 
record programmes as they are 
broadcast.” 

The first broadcast in colour TV 
was made on BBC2 all the way back 
in 1967. 

Nationally there are more 
black-and-white licences registered 
in London than anywhere 
else.

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Developer’s U-turn on homes 
vow sparks residents’ dismay 

Firm is accused over plan to scrap affordable flats on Churchgate Hotel site

OLD Harlow residents are furious 
a firm is looking to scrap plans to 
offer affordable housing on the 
Churchgate Hotel development. 

The refurbished Grade Il-listed 
hotel is currently on the market 
for £1.75 million. Harlow Council 
approved the developer’s plan to 
construct 26 surrounding dwell¬ 
ings last year. 

But Churchgate Street resid¬ 
ents were appalled to receive a 
letter last week stating the nine 
promised affordable flats could no 
longer be so. 

Opposition 

Instead the developer is seeking 
to modify this planning obliga¬ 
tion and will “provide an off-site 
financial contribution in lieu of 
onsite affordable units”. 

On the application, the Suffolk 
firm stated the change to the 
obligation is required as “no land¬ 
lords showed any interests” to 
purchase the onsite units. 

Five neighbours have 
registered opposition to the 
change. 

Eugenie Harvey, a resident of 
Churchgate Street, said: “We were 


dismayed to receive a letter from 
Harlow Council inviting our com¬ 
ments on the application. 

“The developers of the 
Churchgate Hotel site (seek to) 
modify their obligation to provide 


affordable units and instead to 
make an off-site financial con¬ 
tribution in lieu. 

“We will be opposing this modi¬ 
fication in the strongest terms.” 

Mrs Harvey, director of a char¬ 


itable foundation, feels affordable 
housing is key to meeting what 
she described as a “housing 
crisis”. Not only do we want 
homes for our hard-working 
teachers, nurses, carers and 


.» 


emergency service workers but 
we want them in our street. 

“That was our expectation 
when we raised no objections to 
the developer’s plan for the 
redevelopment of the Churchgate 
Hotel in the first place.” 

Dismayed 

Norman Crossley, of nearby 
road Elmbridge, wrote in a letter 
to the council: “I am dismayed 
this council is considering abrog¬ 
ating its responsibility to provide 
affordable housing by being fin¬ 
ancially induced by a developer. 

“Please do not succumb to this. 
Affordable housing is sorely 


needed in the area, as is the social 
gain offered by a mixed devel¬ 
opment. 

“It would be scandalous to 
allow the developer to get away 
with reneging on the original 
intention and planned approval.” 

The planning documents state 
the determination deadline is on 
Thursday, September 21. Harlow 
Council has invited residents’ 
comments on the modification. 

Harlow Council and the 
developer have both been 
approached for a comment.

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'Lower duty rates 
would encourage 
people to move' 

Agent calls for cut in property tax to help economy 


L eading local estate 
agent Mullucks Wells 
has backed calls for a 
dramatic cut to stamp 
duty across all property 
price brackets. 

In recent days, calls for a 
reduction in the levy paid by 
those buying property have come 
a Cabinet minister, a 
special advisor to David 
Cameron, and North East 
Somerset MP Jacob 
Rees-Mogg. 

Their comments follow 
the publication of a 
report by the London 
School of Economics 
(LSE) and the VATT 
Institute for Economic 
Research, which 
indicated that stamp 
duty reduces the rate 
of house moves by 


nearly a third, preventing large 
homes from being freed-up for 
young, growing families. 

William Wells is the 
residential director at Mullucks 
Wells, which has offices in 
Bishop’s Stortford, Saffron 
Walden, Great Dunmow and 
Epping. He said: “What the 
recent research suggests is what 
we’ve been saying for years. The 
simple truth is that lower rates 
of stamp duty would encourage 
people to move, which in itself 
would mean a larger, rather than 
smaller tax take for the Treasury. 
In fact, the report from the LSE 
indicates that the rate of home 
moving would rise by 27% if 
stamp duty was abolished 
entirely. 

“Now we’re not expecting the 
Chancellor to go that far. Instead, 


we feel that a top rate of 5% 
would be more than enough, 
with a 3% levy applied to all 
other price bands above £250,000. 
This would take most first-time 
buyers and some downsizers 
purchasing smaller properties 
out of the tax entirely, thus 
freeing up the property market, 
and allowing people to move 
again.” 

Slice 

Research has shown that home 
sales are 11 % lower than they 
were before the last stamp duty 
reforms in 2014, which replaced 
the old ‘slab’ system with a 
‘slice’ approach to taxation. 

The impact was felt most 
severely at the top of the market, 
where a 12% levy was applied to 
transactions above £1.5m. 


William Wells added: “Only 20 
years ago, the top rate of stamp 
duty in the UK was a mere 1%. 
Since then, it’s gone through a 
1,100% hike! 

Instead, the Government 
needs to understand that most 
property moves are 
discretionary - in that they are 
something that people choose to 
do, rather than have to carry out. 
But they will refuse to do so if 
the costs of moving are 
prohibitively expensive. 

“Significant stamp duty 
reform would provide a 
much-needed boost to the 
housing market, as well as 
increasing income for the 
Exchequer and is something that 
the Chancellor Philip Hammond 
should seriously consider in his 
forthcoming Autumn Budget.”

Help your 
business 
to make 
its mark 

A TRADE mark is essentially a 
sign used to identify and 
distinguish the goods and 
services of one business from 
that of another, and can be 
registered (R) or unregistered 
(TM). 

The types of mark that can be 
protected include words (eg. 
Tesco); designs (eg. the Apple 
logo); the shape of goods or their 
packaging (eg. the Coca Cola 
bottle); internet domain names 
(eg. Confused.com); and slogans 
(eg. “I’m lovin’ it” for 
McDonalds). 

Why register 
a trade mark? 

Registration of trade marks 
gives the owner the exclusive 
right (which can potentially last 
forever) to use the mark in 
connection with the goods or 
services in the country in which 
they operate. 

The registered owner can 
authorise or licence others to 
use the trade mark and can sue 
any third party for trade mark 
infringement if there is 
unauthorised use of an identical 
or similar mark used where 
those goods or services are likely 
to cause confusion. 

Conversely, if a mark is 
unregistered, the owner must 
rely on a passing off action to 
prevent infringement of the 
mark. These types of lawsuits 
are notoriously time consuming, 
expensive and difficult to prove. 

How can I ensure that my 
trade mark has the best 
chances of being 
registered? 

In order to be registered, a 
Trade Mark must be distinctive 
so it is capable of distinguishing 
the goods or services of one 
business from those of another. 

Generally, Marks will be 
refused where they are 
descriptive of the goods or 
services which they seek to 
cover (eg. “the best window 
company”); or where the term 
has become customary in 
current language or within a 
particular industry. 

There are also grounds for 
refusal where a proposed mark is 
identical or similar to an earlier 
mark which has already been 
registered, and where there is a 
likelihood of confusion. 

How do I register 
a trade mark? 

To avoid any issues arising, it 
is very important to undertake 
searches before applying for 
registration, to ensure that your 
proposed mark is not going to 
clash with something already 
registered. Even if there are 
similar marks registered, there 
can sometimes be alternative 
options available.

Council's deputy leader is 
selected for Brexit group 


Councillor feels local governments should have a voice in talks 


E SSEX could play a vital 
role in influencing the 
UK’s Brexit negotiations 
after ECC’s deputy 
leader was chosen to 
chair a group championing the 
interests of UK councils. 

Cllr Kevin Bentley, also Essex 
County Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Economic Growth, 
Skills, Infrastructure and Digital 
Economy, will lead the Local 
Government Association’s Brexit 
Task and Finish Group. 

Cllr Bentley, who will also 
represent English councils on 
the committee, said: “I’m 
honoured to have been appointed 
chairman of the LGA group, 
where I can fly the flag for Essex 
and local government 
nationwide to ensure central 
Government delivers the best 
possible Brexit deal. 

“While it’s clear the 
Government wants to ensure 
Britain can continue to thrive in 
the post-Brexit world, much of 
that devolved power and funding 
could be handed to the people on 
the ground who can make a real 
difference. 

“Local councils, including 
Essex, understand their 
economies and communities 
better than anyone at a national 
level, so we must make sure we 
are heard in Westminster to 
negotiate a deal that is driven by 
local priorities.” 


Essex County Council has 
been monitoring the risks and 
opportunities facing Essex, and 
is already working with the LGA 
and County Council Network 
(CCN) to lobby Government. 

On top of that, ECC is 
undertaking research to define 
the priorities of a local authority 
driven UK growth programme, 
which would replace EU funding 
after 2020. 

“The Essex economy has the 
entrepreneurial spirit and 
potential to drive growth 
post-Brexit, therefore we must 
create the right conditions for 
businesses to thrive,” added Cllr 
Bentley. 

“A UK growth programme 
would support local business 
growth and invest in local 
employment and skills provision 
to develop and retain the right 
workforce for the jobs on offer, 
particularly into sectors which 
rely on EU nationals and which 
support the UK’s forthcoming 
Industrial Strategy. 

“Essex is open for business 
and now we have a fantastic 
opportunity to influence Brexit 
to ensure local firms are able to 
secure new export markets both 
within and beyond the EU.” 

Cllr Bentley replaces Cllr 
David Simmonds as chair, after 
he was appointed leader of the 
Conservatives on the LGA.

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Insurers' joint venture may not 
be good thing for competition 

Bid to create new general insurance firm is greeted with ‘cautious optimism’

T HE recent 

announcement that 
Allianz Insurance and 
Liverpool Victoria have 
created a joint venture 
creating the UK’s third largest 
general insurer should be 
greeted with cautious optimism 
in my opinion. 

German-based Allianz will 
buy an initial 49 per cent stake 
in LV’s general insurance 
business, which will rise to 70 
per cent in 2019. 

Allianz has announced that 
this decision signals their 
intention to mount an assault on 
the UK’s personal lines 
insurance market and that the 
increase scale combined with 
LV’s mutual brand will make 
them a powerful competitor. 

All I see is two insurance 
companies becoming one, 


effectively removing one element 
of competition and in the long 
term forcing price increases for 
the insurance buying public. 

I suspect that we will see an 


initial reduction in pricing as 
Allianz flex their new more 
powerful financial muscles and 
as other insurers react to protect 
market-share, however in the 


long-term a reduction in 
insurance company numbers can 
only mean a reduction in 
competition and an increase in 
pricing. 


The number of insurers 
operating in the personal lines 
sector has been steadily 
decreasing over the last ten 
years. 


There is no doubt that some of 
the catastrophic weather events 
in recent years have forced some 
smaller insurers out of the 
market and the recent 
announcements regarding the 
change to long-term personal 
injury payments has done 
similar. 

The resulting outcome means 
less choice for the consumer, less 
competition for the insurers and 
dare I say it less a drop in 
service standards from the 
insurance companies.

A street food sensation 


Great British Bake Off star Chetna Makan 
tells ELLA WALKER about tackling the 
colourful and tasty world of Indian food

D ON'T expect to find your 
standard chicken tikka 
masala and bhaji recipes 
in Chetna Makan's new 
cookbook, because she 
doesn't do the expected. 

In her first cookbook, The 
Cardamom Trail, the 2014 Great 
British Bake Off contestant 
explored how to use Indian 
spices in baking, and now her 
second recipe collection, Chai, 
Chaat & Chutney, takes an even 
more interesting tack. 

Packed with fresh, fast street 
food, it's crowded with dishes 
best eaten with your hands, 
straight from the fryer and in 
twisted paper cones; dishes that 
Chetna couldn't get enough of 
while munching her way around 
India for research. 

"After The Cardamom Trail, I 
wanted to do something which is 
more my passion and my 
growing up; that showed a bit of 
where I come from," she 
explains. "People 
think Indian street 
food is limited to the 
three or four dishes 
that we all hear about, 
like panipuri (hollow, 
deep fried crispy 
dough filled with sour, 
spicy water), and I 
wanted to show 
there's so much more." 

But with a country the size of 
India, which has a population of 
more than 1.3 billion, and all of 
those people eating, cooking, 
trawling markets, frying fish and 
snacking on street corners - how 
do you go about distilling such 
an incredible cacophony of 
foodie goodness? 

"I actually didn't know where 
to start because there's so much," 
admits Chetna, who lives in 


Broadstairs, Kent with her 
husband and two children. 

"It's a massive country - 
different cuisine everywhere - so 
I thought, 'OK, I'm just going to 
pick the four big cities and focus 
on that!' 

The big four - Mumbai, 
Chennai, Delhi and Kolkata - she 
explains, each have their own 
signature foods and flavours. 

Mumbai's "a very metropolitan 
city, so takes food from 
everywhere in the country, but 
it's got its own really distinctive 
dishes, like vada pav (deep fried 
potato balls) and dabeli (spiced 
potato and chutney wedged in a 
bread roll)" 

Chennai is "very big on South 
Indian food, there's lots of 
coconut, lentils, rice, and the 
typical dosas (savoury 
pancakes)" 

In Delhi, people "eat very 
heavy, they really specialise in 
flatbreads" while in Kolkata you 
can expect "lots of 
fish" 

Chetna studied 
fashion design in 
Mumbai before 
moving to the UK in 
2003, so aside from 
noticing a surge in 
Chinese influenced 
dishes, the food she 
encountered on her 
return wasn't "such a surprise" 

"I was like, 'That tastes 
delicious, yeah, yeah, yeah, I've 
eaten that hundreds of times; but 
in Kolkata it was like, 'Oh my 
God, this is amazing!' 

She'd only been to Kolkata, 
which sits on the Bay of Bengal 
in East India, when she was tiny, 
and couldn't remember anything 
she'd eaten on that childhood 
trip, but this time around, she 


went big on rice and lentils 
topped with crispy slivers of fried 
fish. "It's my favourite chapter in 
the book - I absolutely loved the 
food." 

What all four cities do have in 
common, is how kaleidoscopic 
their street food stalls and 
markets are compared to 
Britain's. 

"They're very, very different," 
says Chetna with a laugh. 

"There’s more colour and life, 
it's all haphazard (in India)." 

Chetna started cooking as a 
child, following her mum around 
the kitchen, helping to chop and 
stir, before confecting birthday 
cakes for her own children got 
her addicted to baking. 

She's decided she'll definitely 


give the new Bake Off on 
Channel 4 "a go" but admits, "If I 
don't like it, I won't continue" 

Straight-talking, to a point just 
shy of blunt, Chetna's counsel for 
this year's baking hopefuls is: 
"You have to find your strength 
and stick with it, that’s my only 
advice. That's what I did. I didn't 
think I had to do things a certain 
way, or think, 'I have to do this 
traditional English thing,' I knew 
my spices, I knew my stuff and I 
just stuck with that." 

It's certainly paid off.

THE other day I was 
randomly browsing a wine 
aisle creating a mid-aisle 
trolley hazard, when I 
spotted Morrisons The 
Best Pecorino and went a 
bit light-headed. 

I was drawn to it 
because a) it is from the 
Abruzzo region in Italy 
which I've just visited; b) it 
has a picture of a sheep on the 
label, and c) it isn't pinot grigio. 

There is complete logic in my 
ABC so let me explain. 

I bet many of you will have 
tasted the Italian reds labelled 
Montepulciano d'Abruzzo. 

They can be hit and miss but 
speaking to the producers in 
their wineries I discovered that 
Abruzzo wines bottled outside 
the region can have little essence 
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and personality due to the bulk 
processes involved. 

To taste the wines bottled in 
situ was fantastic, some were 
divine. My eyes were opened 
sipping these reds in the region 
in which they're born. 

Another eye-opener was the 
white wine. Italian whites can be 
oh-so so-so but Abruzzo's 
pecorino, passerina and 
trebbiano were fresh, zingy, often 
tropical, often citrussy, 
sometimes complex. 

Back to my ABC and that 
Pecorino (I paid £8, prices may 


vary, 13% abv). I was giddy at the 
sheep label because in Abruzzo a 
winemaker told me the grape is 
so-called because sheep (pecoro) 
eat the grapes as they're herded 
over the hillsides. I'd also been 
seeking a white to encourage a 
friend to stop reaching for pinot 
grigio and no other white wine. 

''I love it'' she said, as peachy 
and zesty notes won her heart. 

Here are some Abruzzo 
wines you can seek out. 

■ Contesa Pecorino 2016 
(£9.75, thewinesociety. 
com f 12.5%abv): A white 
wine with inviting aromas 
of summer flowers - 
freesias maybe - with 
lemons and a dash of 
dried honey with a lively 
acidity and citrus flavours. 

A perfect sunshine wine. 



■ Abruzzo Cococciola Frentana 
2016 (£11, Bat and Bottle, 
batwine.uk, 12.5% abv): 

Cococciola is a grape new to me, 
though I'll be seeking it out 
again. Lime and lemons are a 
zesty tease on the nose, together 
with spring flowers on a breeze. 
The citrus flavours are 
refreshing, the acidity not too 
demanding. It's a wine nicely in 
balance and calling out for a 
seafood platter. 

■ Montepulciano d'Abruzzo 
2015 Masciarelli (£11.99, or 
£9.99 in a mix six deal at 
Majestic, 13% abv): Pepper and 
spice and all plummy things nice. 

I love this wine, with its aroma 
notes of dry wood, cherries, 
damsons and black pepper. In the 
mouth black fruit and cherry are 
centre stage, the tannins aren't 


overpowering and the acidity 
isn't too racy. I'll have a steak 
please. 

■ Montepulciano d'Abruzzo 
Vigna Corvino, 2015 
(£7.95, thewinesociety. 
com, 12.5% abv): The 

nose speaks freshly picked 
hedgerow fruits, ripe and 
juicy, and a dalliance with 
spice. The acidity is 
medium and the tannins 
are drying but not too 
much. The fruit is young, 
fresh and pleasing. A 
lovely glass to drink with friends 
as you wait for the pizza to cook.

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THESE morsels are 
spicy, crispy and 
have a "lovely sour 
flavour within", says 
Chetna. 

"I first had them 
in London, at the 
house of my friend 
Sudhakar, who is 
very keen on 
street food and 
remembers them 
from his hometown. 

"They make a 
lovely party canape, 
or snack served 
with a cup of tea." 

We don't need any more 
encouragement than that. 

INGREDIENTS 

15 small fat green chillies 

70g tamarind paste 

Itsp carom seeds (available online 

or from Holland & Barrett) 

lOOg gram (chickpea) flour 

Vfctsp salt 

Up to 120ml water 

Sunflower oil, for deep-frying 

Sea salt flakes 

METHOD 

1. With a sharp, pointed 
knife, slit the chillies 
lengthways along one side 



and remove the seeds and 
membranes. 

2. Combine the tamarind 
paste and carom seeds in a 
small bowl and use this 
mixture to stuff each chilli. 
Set aside. 

3. In another bowl, mix the 
gram flour and salt, then 
slowly add just enough of the 
measured water to make a 
runny batter. 

4. Heat enough oil for 
deep-frying chillies in a 
deep-fat fryer or large 
saucepan (ensuring the pan 
is no more than one-third

full) to 180°C. Line a couple 
of plates with some kitchen 
paper. Working in batches, 
dip each chilli in the batter, 
then carefully drop it into the 
hot oil and fry for about two 
minutes, until lightly 
coloured. Remove with a 
slotted spoon and transfer 
the chillies to a paper-lined 
plate to drain excess oil. 

5. Once all the chillies have 
been fried, dip them once 
again into the batter and 
(again, working in batches), 
fry them a second time for 
two minutes, until golden 
brown and crispy. Transfer to 
a paper-lined plate to drain 
excess oil. 

6. Season with sea salt flakes 
and serve hot. 


A QUICK, savoury fix 
required? "These super- 
crispy snacks are available 
all over India from little 
street-side shops and 
stalls,” says Chetna. 

"I found the ones readily 
available in Chennai to be 
the tastiest, and this recipe 
is my take on that version.” 

She says that a variety of 
chutneys and "a cup of 
Masala Chai" are essential 
when eating them. 

Do as she says. 

INGREDIENTS 

60g split chickpeas (chana dal - 
available from Sainsbury's) 

125g rice flour 
125g plain flour 
Itsp salt 

Vfctsp chilli powder 
10 curry leaves, finely chopped 
About 120ml water 
Sunflower oil, for deep-frying 
Sea salt flakes 

Chutney of your choice, to serve 
(optional) 

METHOD 

1. Put the split chickpeas into 
a bowl, cover with water and 
leave to soak for one hour. 
Drain the split chickpeas, 
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DAL PAPDI 


then grind them to a rough 
paste using a food processor, 
adding one tablespoon of 
water if necessary to achieve 
a rough, thick paste that isn't 
too runny. 

2. Put the ground chickpeas, 
the rice four, plain flour, salt, 
chilli powder and curry 
leaves into a large bowl and 
mix well. Very gradually mix 
in just enough of the 
measured water (or a little 
more, if necessary), a few 
drops at a time, to bring the 
mixture together into a soft 
dough. Cover the bowl with 
cling film and leave to rest 
for 30 minutes. 

3. Fill a deep-fat fryer or 
large saucepan with enough 


sunflower oil to deep-fry the 
papdi (ensuring the pan is no 
more than one-third full) 
and heat it to 190°C. Line a 
plate with kitchen paper. 

4. Take small portions of the 
dough, roughly the size of a 
grape, and roll them into thin 
discs with a diameter of 5cm. 

5. Working in batches, fry the 
papdi for two to three 
minutes, until golden brown. 

6. Remove with a slotted 
spoon and transfer the papdi 
to the paper-lined plate to 
drain excess oil while you fry 
the remaining dough. 

7. Leave to cool, then season 
with sea salt flakes and serve 
with the chutney of your 
choice.

Rock is also just about to 
release new singles, but his bid 
for political glory in Michigan 
isn't deemed to be a money¬ 
making publicity stunt. Indeed, 
Rock has amassed plenty of 
cash during his musical career; 
he's worth about $80m, has 
given seven-figure sums to 
charity and even capped ticket 
prices to his concerts at $20 
to make them accessible to 
working-class fans.

JOHNSON HAD 
HARSH WORDS 
FOR CASTLE 


S amuel 

Johnson took 
eight years to 
compile his 
Dictionary of the 
English Language. 

A journalist, he 
was commissioned 
to write the book 
by a group 
of printers. 

Published in April 
1755, although it 
wasn't the first 
dictionary, it was 
certainly the most 
important example at 
that time. 

Johnson set out on a 
three-month tour of the 
Scottish Highlands in 
1773, writing an 
account of his travels. 

However, one 
residence - an A-listed 
Georgian building on 
the secluded Hebridean 
island of Coll - incurred 


the writer's wrath. He 
was driven from 
Breachacha Castle by 
its fierce weather, 
describing the castle as 
a "tradesman's box'' 
and living on Coll "a 
waste of life". 

The six-bedroom 
home, built in 1750, was 
the seat of the Lairds of 
Coll until 1944, and is 
now up for sale for just:

ELIOT'S POETRY 
IN MANSION 

The first wife of poet and playwright 
TS Eliot refused to accept that their 
marriage was over, and convinced 
herself that he'd been kidnapped, her 
recently published diary reveals. 

Vivienne Haigh-Wood, who suffered 
from mental health problems, was 
devastated when their relationship 
ended in 1933, and stalked him at 
Faber & Faber's offices, where he 
worked as an editor. 

US-born Thomas Stearns Eliot 
settled in the UK during 1915 and 
worked as a teacher before joining 
the publishers where he promoted 
home-grown poets including W.H. 
Auden, Stephen Spender, and Ted 
Hughes. 



His unhappy first marriage was said to 
have inspired The Waste Land, one of 
the 20th century's greatest poems. The 
couple lived in London's Crawford 
Mansions from 1916 to 1918, shortly 
after he wrote The Love Song of J Alfred 
Prufrock, the poem that made him 
famous. Eliot used the flat as a pied-a- 
terre after moving to Buckinghamshire. 

Surrounded by slums, Marylebone 
wasn't an attractive postcode during 
the poet's residence, it was noisy and 
in Vivienne's own words, their home 
was: "the tiniest place imaginable'! 

However, at the time, Crawford 
Mansions was a newly built, five-sto¬ 
rey residence that boasted "every 
modern convenience” including 
constant hot water, a great luxury.

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It's the time of year 
for hedge trimming, 
so here are my top 
tips for doing a 
perfect job 

A s we approach the 
end of August, it's a 
great time to give 
your evergreen 
hedges a final trim. 
This way you will 
have a fresh looking 
but tidy hedge 
through the winter. 

Cutting now allows time for plants 
to harden off, so whether you've got a 
privet, box, leyland cypress, holly, 
laurel, yew, viburnum, thuja or Law¬ 
son's cypress, here's my handy guide. 

WHAT EQUIPMENT DO YOU NEED? 

Hand-held shears if sufficiently sharp 
will be fine for smaller jobs and are 
my preferred option for jobs that 
require precision such as clipping box 
balls. However, bigger hedges will 
benefit from some power 
tools. If you are using an 
electric trimmer, always 
use an RCD - this is a 
circuit breaker that 
will automatically 
disconnect the 
electricity should 
you accidentally 
cut through the 
cable. 

A safer option is 
a battery operated 
cordless device - 
these are light¬ 
weight and with 
lithium batteries can 
keep going long 
enough to get the job 
done. There are also pet¬ 
rol-powered trimmers but 
these tend to be a bit heavier. 

Either way, it's a good idea to wear 
protective clothing for hands, ears 
and eyes. And put a tarp or bit of plas¬ 
tic down to collect the clippings which 
can go straight to the compost heap 
afterwards. 

WHAT SHAPE DO YOU WANT 
TO ACHIEVE? 

A wedge shape or flat topped A' 
shape is best for hedges - in other 
words, you want the base to be a bit 
wider than the top, so it should taper

slowly inwards. This is also known as 
putting a 'batter' on a hedge. The 
reason for this is to allow sunlight to 
get to the lower part of the hedge 
preventing it from becoming bare 
stemmed. Battered hedges are also 
less likely to suffer snow damage. 

Of course you may not want a flat 
top and prefer a dome shape. This is 
trickier to manage but a cardboard 
template of the shape you like is a 
good way to achieve this, moving the 
template along the top of the hedge 
as you proceed. 

HEIGHT IS ANOTHER CONSIDERATION 

There are regulations when a solid 
evergreen hedge climbs over two 
metres as this can cause light or view 


deprivation to your neighbours, so 
keep this in mind. 

If you share a boundary hedge with 
a neighbour both of you are responsi¬ 
ble for its upkeep, but you aren't 
allowed to clip any part of the hedge 
that falls on your neighbour's side 
without permission. 

Equally, if a neighbour's hedge is 
overhanging your garden, you are 
entitled to remove any branches that 
are straying across the boundary. 

Be careful when trimming conifers 
that you don't cut back into old wood 

- they don't rejuvenate from old wood 
and you'll be left with bare patches. 
Yews are the exception to this rule 

- they can be cut back hard if you 
deem it necessary - but such a hard

■ It's harvest time for loads of 
crops, so catch fruit and veg 
at their best, either for eating 
now or storing for the winter.

prune would be better done in spring any¬ 
way. 

If you're growing a conifer hedge and it 
hasn't achieved the desired height, don't 
cut the leader shoots at the top yet as this 
will stifle growth. Just clip the side of the 
hedge. 

When clipping cherry laurel (Prunus 
laurocerasus), you might notice that 
because it has large leaves, some of these 
get cut in half. It's a good idea to then go 
over the hedge with secateurs and remove 


these as they will develop a black margin 
which spoils the look of a hedge. 

FINALLY: REMEMBER THE BIRDS 

For them a hedge can be a home and a 
nesting place. The Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds recommends leaving 
hedges alone from March to August 
which is the main nesting season. 

But it is an offence at any time of the 
year to intentionally destroy the nest of 
any wild bird while it is in use.

A Cox's apples will probably be ready for picking at 
the end of September or the beginning of October. 
They will start to drop by themselves once they are 
ready, or you can test by gently twisting the apple - if 
it breaks away from the tree easily it is usually ripe.

SPLASH OUT

I f you believe some of the 
stories you read in the 
papers we’ll all be 
driving pure electric cars 
before you can say 
‘diesel’s dirty and petrol 
pollutes’. 

Well, panic not if it’s a 
diesel you fancy when number 
plates change to ‘67’ in 
September, there are lots to 
choose from and some are 
hitting our roads for the first 
time. 

Same goes for petrol power. 
With the latest 

pollution-fighting kit on board 
either fuel can be made clean 
enough for the most fastidious 
rule makers and both have 
years of life left in them. 

That’s not to say electrical 
power won’t rule the roost one 
day, just that it’s some time off. 

Even Volvo - which hit the 
headlines recently with a 
pledge to produce only cars 
with full or partial electric 
power by 2019 - has just 
announced a new model 
driven mostly by diesels, 
leaving part-battery and petrol 
to its dearest version. 

The XC60 is priced from 


£37,205 and joins the range as 
a smaller sibling for the XC90. 
Most versions will use a 190 
horsepower 2.0-litre diesel 
engine with a modest 133g/km 
of C02 from the tailpipe. 

And then there’s the current 
European Car of the Year, the 
Peugeot 3008 which is 
available with both diesel and 
petrol engines taking C02 
emissions for a full-sized SUV 
down to as low as 103g/km - 
and that equates to a shade 
over 70mpg. 

Prices for the large Peugeot 
start from £21,955 for the 
petrol version and £22,985 for 
the diesel. 

Lacking any form of battery 
assist is the Range Rover 
Velar, designed to fill the gap 
between the top selling 
Evoque and high performance 
Range Rover Sport. It is priced 
from £44,830. 

It is the most aerodynamic 
Land Rover yet and the low 
drag combined with 
lightweight aluminium 
construction give the entry 
level 2.0-litre Velar diesel an 
official fuel return of 52.5mpg. 

Likely biggest seller of all 
the new cars is the latest 
Fiesta - Ford’s small hatch has 
topped the UK sales charts for 


the last eight years, after all. 
The new one stretches at the 
moment from 70 horsepower 
petrol £12,715 Style to 120 
horsepower diesel £21,225 
Vignale. 

The exterior has grown very 
modestly but the biggest 
change by far is a new and 
more up to date interior. Most 
new Fiestas will use versions 
of the established 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder unit in 
differing outputs. 

Rather faster than the 
Fiesta is Kia’s first high 
performance GT model - the 
Stinger - with a top speed of 
167mph. It will be the fastest 
car so far produced by the 
Korean brand when it appears 
before the year’s end. Kia is 
targeting a 0 to 60mph 
performance of 5.1 seconds. 

With Renault blazing a trail 
on the SUV scene, the new and 
larger Koleos is of similar 
proportions to the likes of the 
Audi Q5 and Land Rover 
Discovery. Priced from £27,500, 
the six model range topping 
out at £34,200. Just two 
engines are available -1.6 or 
2.0-litre diesels. 

Built on a new platform, the 
latest SEAT Ibiza (from 
£13,130) has improved back 


seat legroom and the boot has 
also been enlarged to 355 
litres, making it best in the 
supermini class. 

There is a choice of three 
petrol 1.0-litre engines at the 
moment with a 1.5-litre petrol 
and a duo of diesels on the 
way. 

Hyundai is already well 
known for its SUVs with the 
big-selling Santa Fe and 
Tucson range and from 
October will introduce the 
Kona, a smaller family motor 
aimed at the younger end of 
the market. 

Hottest new kid on the block 
this autumn is undoubtedly 
the latest Honda Civic Type R, 
packing 320 horsepower and a 
deeply serious approach to 
going very quickly indeed (up 
to 169mph where allowed). You 
can have the hottest Honda 
hatch and its 320 horsepower 
from £30,995. 

You’ll have to wait to the 
turn of the year for the new 
Jeep Compass, which will sit 
in the range above the smaller 
Renegade. Expect diesels with 
1.6 and 2.0-litres capacity and 
a 1.4-litre petrol. 

The Qashqai is the most 
successful vehicle in Nissan’s 
history in Europe with 2.3 


million sales and 19 Car of the Year 
titles. Now a new-look British-built 
and designed Qashqai focuses on the 
key areas of design, quality, 
technology and performance in its 
quest to keep the crossover crew 
trailing in its wake. 

With an all-new engine and an 


eight-speed automatic gearbox in its 
manifesto Peugeot is also revamping 
its 308 range of hatchbacks and 
estates. 

Smartened up inside and out the 
latest 308s come with a bold new face. 
Prices start at £18,570 - cheaper than 
before and on average some £650 
below current models, says Peugeot.

Harlow boss confident Hawks can turn the corner

HARLOW Town boss Danny 
Chapman is refusing to press the 
panic button as his side look to 
break their duck in the Bostik 
Premier Division. 

The Hawks suffered their third
